was appointed mayor following 
the ouster of E u g e n e E.

facility would be subterfuge and 
damage the Baptist image.

make a perilous trip about 200 
feet below ground to connect a 
rescue shaft with a tunnel in a 
f l o o d e d mine where 11 men 
have been trapped fof 13 clays. 
But rescue remained at least a 
day away. 


Rescuers first hoped to lower 


tools to the entombed men and 
have them dig a horizontal tun- 
nel to the rescue shaft. 


They 
announced 
their new 


plan after the shaft through 
which the tools were to be low- 
ered missed its target by five 
feet. Now a miner from the sur- 
face, as yet u n n a m e d , will 
descend the rescue shaft 
as 


soon as it is finished to dig into 
the chamber. 


The trapped men have been 


receiving c l o t h i n g and food 
since Sunday through a 
shaft 


too narrow to send tools. Their 
food has to be mashed to fit into 
a capsule an inch in diameter 
that moves up and down the 
shaft like an elevator. 


Officials estimated at noon it 


would take at least another 20 
hours to get the men out. 


Drilling resumed early today 


after crews finished lining the 
rescue shaft with cement. 


Rescuers, in touch with the 


men by telephone, said they are 
calm. A doctor reported their 
condition is good. 


A rescuer also descended last 


Friday when three other men 
were brought out of another 
part of the mine, flooded Oct. 
24 when a nearby dam broke. 


Twenty-nine miners are miss- 


ing and presumed deam.

Says Schools 
Could Get 
$77 Million 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Arkan- 


sas schools could get $77 million 
a year if a proposal for allocat- 
ing them 55 per cent of the 
state's g e n e r a l revenues is 
adopted, the state comproller's 
office said today. 


Forrest Rozzell, executive sec- 


retary of the Arkansas Educa- 
tion Association, proposed the 
55 per cent figure last week. 


Gov. Orval E. Faubus said 


Monday lie was against pinning 
down school allocations at 55 
per cent of revenues because 
the state might be able to do 
better through other systems. 


The comptroller's office said 


that, at the end of this biennium, 
revenues probably will reach 
$127,250,000. The public schools 
would get $63 million under the 
present allocation of 49.51 per 
cent of tax money to schools. 


Fifty-five per cent of the total 


revenues would be $69,892,000. 


But state revenues are expect- 


ed to increase to some $140 mil- 
lion by 1966-67, and 55 per cent 
of that would be $77 million. 


The comptroller's office said 


local assessed valuation is more 
than $1.5 billion and schools are 
getting $55 million of that local 
money.

Mates will have nearly five 
times as many intercontinental 
ballistic missiles ready to deliv- 
er nuclear warheads as the So- 
viets by the end of this year, 
says the Institute foi- Strategic 
Studies. 


The institute, an authoritative 


nongovernmental agency whose 
backers include the Ford and 
Rockefeller 
foundations, -said 


U.S. ICBM strength will reach 
475 rockets against an armory 
of about 100 similar Soviet mis- 
siles. 
In a defense survey made pub- 
lic today, the institute said the 
Soviets are 
continuing 
their 


slow buildup of intercontinental 
ballistic missiles and added; 
"Soviet policy still lays stress 
on high-yield warheads for the 
s m a l l e r number of missiles 
available." 
The institute said a S o v i e t 
claim it had developed a true. 
Polaris-type missile that can be 
fired from a submerged sub- 
marine "must be treated with 
caution." 
It added, however, the Russians 
have a 400-mile rocket that can 
be fired from a surfaced sub- 
marine. It said about 00 such 
submarines are in service and 
with 12 missile-firing destroy- 
ers.

Berlin Convoy 
Released, U.S. 
Denies Give-in

BERLIN (AP)-Two days of 


crisis on the autobahn ended to- 
day and Premier Khrushchev 
said it was a good thing be- 
cause the incident held the 
threat of total war. 


Khrushchev 
expressed 
this 


view, holding that American au- 
thorities had given into the Rus- 
sians, a few hours after Soviet 
authorities in Germany lifted a 
blockade of a U.S. Army con- 
voy on the autobahn joining 
West Germany and Berlin. 


The convoy moved into Berlin 


with Western officials reporting 
the Russians had dropped their 
demand that they be allowed to 
make a count of the U.S. forces. 


This was directly opposite to 


the picture Khrushchev painted 
in a Moscow meeting with a 
group of visiting U.S. business- 
men. 


"It is possible thai you and I 


would not be here today" if the 
argument had not ended, Khrush 
chev said. 


He declared the dispute was 


solved only because the com- 
mander of the U.S. c o n v o y 
agreed to "observe the estab- 
lished procedure" regarding So- 
viet checking of the convoy. 
Unless this had been done, the 
Soviet premier said, "we could 
not have yielded and they would, 
have had to move over our dead 
bodies."

Both Britain and the United 


States have taken the floor to 
protest against the running at- 
tack on West Germany which 
contrasts sharply with the So- 
viet policy of harmony on East- 
West issues.

in, or paper profits if they 
hold on. 


Corporate earnings seem like- 


ly to set a record high. They're 
running well ahead of last year 
and the present quarter pros- 
pects are good. Even profit 
margins, pinched since 1957. 
are on average back to the level 
of 5 per cent of the sales dollar. 


'Many companies seem in the 


mood to pass along the good 
times to the shareholders. Gen- 
eral Motors' decision to pay out 
more than a billion in dividends 
this year, some $424 million of 
that a year end bonus is the 
biggest but not the only exam- 
ple.

Steel Keeping 
Eye on Signs 
of Slowdown 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (AP)-The steel 


industry is riding high at the 
moment but keeping a wary eye 
on signs of a slowdown in con- 
struction and the odds on mak- 
ing recent steel price increases 
stick. 


Steel output is back to the 


level of mid-July before the 
summer slump really started, 
largely as an aftermath to a 
strike-hedging inventory buildup 
earlier in the year. 


Steel 
plant/ expansion 
and 


modernization 
plans 
indicate 


confidence is high in the indus- 
try and, even more, so is deter- 
mination to cut costs from using 
obsolete equipment. 


And profits of steel companies 


have bounded back nicely from 
the 1962 slump. 


Most of this year's boosts in 


prices — covering some 
two- 


thirds of total shipments—have 
held stoutly enough so far. Steel 
mills report their 
customers 


have accepted them as inevita- 
ble in times of rising production 
and increased labor costs. 


And the government hasn't 


reacted as it did a year ago 
when a steel price increase was 
quickly rescinded after adminis- 
tration protests. Summoning of 
steel company records by a 
grand jury recently is now gen- 
erally accepted as an investiga- 
tion of antitrust law compliance 
rather than as a protest against 
price boosts. 


But the strength of the recent 


increases depends on continued 
high demand by steel users — 
auto makers, construction, con- 
sumer durable goods. 


The auto makers are very 


busy, and the market there 
seems assured for the immedi- 
ate future. Consumer durable 
goods also have been selling 
well, and consumers still seem 
in a buying mood. 


Construction 
also has been 


pushing higher—until just re- 
cently. Some steel executives 
feel that the trend there myy 
determine their own prospects. 


Census Bureau's figures show 


construction spending down a 
little in October from Septem- 
ber and August. But it is still 
running at an annual rate of 
around ?66.5 billion. 


Steelmen hope it stays that 


way. But such construction ma- 
terials as concrete, glass, alu- 
minum and plastics still hold a 
much larger share of the mar- 
ket steel once dominated than 
steel officials like. 


And that puts a cautious 


damper on some of the enthusi- 
asm that recent steel profit 
gains generated.

TOKYO (AP) — The sudden 


assault against the government 
of President Ngo Dinh Diem 
has the look of a well-planned, 
well-organized 
operation sup- 


ported by key figures of Soulh 
Viet Nam's military. 


At least nine top-ranking gen- 


eral officers seem to be in- 
volved in the planning and exe- 
cution of a d r a m a t i c coup 
d'etat. 


The results, one way or an- 


other, will have a heavy im- 
pact on the future of the little 
nation of 14'/2 million and on 
its war against the Viet Cong 
Communists.

| rnakes it appear that the organ- 
! izers of the attack were care- 
fully chosen, each from his own 
area, as the key men in the 
military. Thus it seems appar- 
ent that most of the high mili- 
tary in Viet Nam decided to 
unite to rid themselves of the 
Diem government.

Earth Shifts, 
Rescue Work 
Is Delayed

reach 11 men trapped in a flood- 
ed iron mine since Oct. 21. A 
report to the surface said some 
in the group were getting edgy 
and requested tranquilizers. 


The rescuers had hoped to 


reach the men by Wednesday 
but at noon engineers said they 
were running 12 hours behind 
schedule because of difficulties 
in their drilling operations for 
both a rescue shaft and a sup- 
ply shaft.' 


Engineers working on the res- 


cue shaft reported that they had 
to halt the lining of the shaft 
with cement because the earth 
had shifted at a point 125 feet 
down—61 feet from the men. 
They said they would have to 
resort to using the drill again 
but it had not gone into use by 
noon.
